TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 
To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Searsport: 


It is once again my distinct pleasure to present to you the Annual Report 
of the Town for 1976, the year which marked the 200th birthday of our Nation 
and 131st anniversary of Searsport's incorporation as a Town. Hats off to the 
hard-working Members of our Bicentennial Committee and many others for the 
gala events and celebrations which will long be remembered by everyone! 


As you glance through the pages of this Report, you will readily see that 
the financial condition of the Town continues to be excellent, and our number 
one goal should be to keep it that way, even as we look ahead and plan for the 
orderly growth of our community and the increased public services which normally 
accompany such growth. 


Our Unappropriated Surplus Account at year's end totals $251,906.43, 
the second highest ever for the Town. In 1976, real estate taxes were lowered 
slightly for the fourth year in a row, thus making a total tax decrease of 33% 
over the four year period, 1972-76! For example, a family which paid $300.00 
in local real estate taxes in 1972, was required to pay only $200.00 in 1976. 
A brief review of some of our major accomplishments during this past year gives 
new meaning and significance to the adage, "A dollar's value for every dollar 
spent'', as it applies to our Town. 

Among these are: 


1. The Town Wharf extension and berth dredging Project was completed, 
and the adjacent parking area was completely hottopped. 


2. A new ocean front retaining wall for Mosman Park was built to re- 
place the old, broken-down one. 


3. In early January, 1977, the new, spacious all-purpose room in the 
basement of the Carver Memorial Library was finished. 


4. A reserve Fund of $10,000.00 was established as part of the 
Town's share of construction costs of two municipal tennis courts, 
to be built in 1977. Subsequently, a Federal BOR grant of 
$15, 400.00 and a State grant of $3,080.00 were obtained, 
which means that only an additional $2,320.00 in Town funds will 
be needed to finance this $30,800.00 Project. 


5. Most of our annual road surfacing work was again (for the second 
year in a row) concentrated in the rural areas of Town, i.e., North 
Searsport, where 3.1 miles of gravel roads were sealed for the 
first time. All of our 1976 State Aid Road Construction funds were 
expended on rebuilding Swan Lake Road westward from Dodge Corner,

and our 1977 State Aid Road funds will be used to complete this 
Project to its junction with the Mt. Ephraim Road. 


6. An additional $7,500.00 was set aside in reserve for the future 
purchases of a fire department tank truck, ambulance, and police 
cruiser. 


7. For the last half of 1976, a third, full-time patrolman was added 
to our police department. 


8. $5,750.00 in Town funds were appropriated and a Federal grant 
was obtained for the remaining necessary funds to initiate Step | 
Sewer Planning work, which is now underway. 


9. One hundred new trees were planted to replace the dead elms which 
had to be removed. 


10. Land was purchased in North Searsport as the site of a future new 
fire station there. 


1976 was, indeed, a good year for our Town, and, at this juncture, 
1977 would appear to be even more exciting and challenging. It has been my 
privilege and pleasure to have served as your Town Manager during this past 
year, and | am looking forward to working with all of you as a team to achieve 
the goals which are laid out before us. 


In closing, | wish to express my sincere thanks to the Board of Select- 
men, all of my fellow Town employees, Members of our Boards and Commis- 
sions, and the many individual citizens for their understanding , cooperation, 
and assistance in making 1976 another "big" year for Searsport.

ASSESSOR'S REPORT 


Searsport has many TAX ASSESSORS but only one Assessor. 
The only authorized body in Searsport permitted to appropriate money 
for Municipal expenditures is the collection of Citizens at Town Meeting. 


When these Citizens approve the appropriations, they are in 
effect assessing taxes upon themselves. 


It is the duty of the Assessor to appraise, as equitably as pos- 
sible, all Real & Personal Property in Searsport; and then to divide 
the total value of all these properties, except for those exempted by 
law, into the total of the Town Meeting's Appropriation. 


This is the figure, referred to as the Mill Rate, that is multi- 
plied by the assessed value of each owners property to arrive at the 
Real Estate Tax due. 


As a result of the efforts of prudent Citizens, capable Select- 
men, efficient Administration, and good fortune in acquiring new value, 
Searsport's Tax Rate for the last five years has been as follows: 

1972 - $37.00 perthousand, 1973 - $32.00, 

1974 - $27.00, 1975 = $21.00). 1976 —$20056- 


Building permits issued from February 1, 1976 to January 31, 


1977 have a combined value of $806,600 and new construction for

POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


| submit the following report of Police activities for the year 
1976 to the Town Manager, Selectmen, and the citizens of Searsport : 


Again, as in 1975, Police Department activities have in- 
creased during 1976. Juvenile crimes took a sharp increase this past 
year due to the laxity of our court system and, in some cases, the com- 
plete lack of supervision and discipline at home. 


As can be seen by the following records, your Police Department 
again had a successful year against crime. In 1976, this department 
had an 87% conviction rate on felonies, a 94% conviction rate on mis- 
demeanors, and a remarkable 95% conviction rate on traffic violations. 
This is an achievement that we are indeed proud of. 


The department has added new equipment and are making plans 
to add more to help us carry out our services to you, especially in the 
traffic control area. 


With the addition of a third officer in the summer of 1976, our 
coverage of the Town is now up to a full twenty-four hour per day basis. 
This has paid off, as the night criminal activity has been sharply re- 
duced. 

The Searsport Police Department logged the following for the 
year 1976: 


Complaints 833 Investigations 36 
Accidents 96 Warnings 81 
Arrests 66 Unlocked doors 13 
Motor Vehicle Assist departments 7 

Violations 78 Assist Motorists 26 


We modestly feel that our record for 1976 is an impressive one 
and the Department has worked hard for you, the Citizens of Searsport.

ANNUAL REPORT TO TOWNS 


Kno-Wal-Lin Community Health continues in its eleventh year 
of service to the residents of Knox, Waldo, and Lincoln Counties. Our 
agency, formerly called Mid-Coast Home Health, is a voluntary non- 
profit corporation under the direction of a twenty-one member board of 
Directors. 


We continue to provide the services of visiting registered 
nurses, registered occupational or physical therapists, and certified 
home health aides. This is done in cooperation with the physicians and 
hospitals of our service area. | 


Our service is a "supportive" or "alternative" type of health 
care, and is available ona "stand-by" basis. Occasional visits by one 
of our health professionals allows persons to avoid hospitalization, 
leave the hospital early, or remain in their own homes rather than move 
to a nursing home. 


Our staff members are under supervision by the Director of 
Health Services, Medical Director, and Professional Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Board of Directors. All services provided are in direct 
consultation with the person's own physician. An office staff is avail- 
able to deal with the problems of referral, communication, or to assist 
in understanding the complexities of federal and state guidelines for 
insurance coverage. 


Our staff members have conducted approximately 12,000 such 
home visits during the past year. At any one time they are serving the 
health care needs of more persons than the total capacity of the five 
hospitals in our service area. They have also continued in their in-ser- 
vice education. Other services have included health screening clinics 
and consultation services to local boarding homes. 


This service is available to all persons without restriction. 
Where possible, the agency assists persons in drawing on federal and 
state resources for coverage of costs. In the past year these costs 
have been covered by medicare to 69%, medicaid for 14%, a SEA-ME 
grant to 8%, other agencies such as VA, TB or Arthritis to 2%, with

Kno-Wal-Lin assuming responsibility for the remaining 7% of service 
rendered, to residents of the three county area. 


Our reimbursement from medicare and medicaid is on the basis 
of "true cost" determined by annual audit, and is retroactive reim- 
bursement. We are presently attempting to resist the spiraling, in- 
flationary, increase in health care cost with limited results. 


The unreimbursed portion of our service is covered by a direct 
request for funds from the 51 towns of our service area. Town funds 
cover approximately 3% of our total budget, with the remaining 4% 
left to fund raising needs. 


Our agency continues with the mandate of the Board of Directors 
that health care services will be denied to no one, inspite of cost needs. 
It is our intention to work within the problems of increasingly compli- 
cated reimbursement, tentative renewal of grants, and increasing costs, 
yet still provide our service. Past cooperation from the towns has been 
most helpful, and is appreciated.

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SEARSPORT AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Searsport Ambulance Service answered a total of 109 
calls and traveled 3,511 miles. It cost a net total of $2,019.56 
to run this service for the year. 


Our service is made up of 23 dedicated people. A schedule 
has been set up for nights with 2 and 3 people standing by at home 
on acertain night to cover this service. So far it is working well. We 
have 5 regular drivers, 7 regular attendants, 5 stand-by drivers and 
6 stand-by attendants. 


Five of our people have taken an extended first aid course 
consisting of 81 class room hours at the Waldo Regional Vocational 
School. They came out of this course as EMTAs (Emergency Medical 
Technician-Ambulance). 


The reason | have asked for more funds this year is because 
of rising costs; plus,soon the state is going to require EMT-As on 
all ambulances. We are getting a jump on this by sending a few 
people to school each year until everyone is qualified EMT-As. We 
have heard that the state will require this possibly as early as 1980. 
It will take us that long to get everyone through school doing it this 
way. 


We badly need and can buy with the extra funds, a porta-power 
jack unit to help extricate people from wrecks. 


My thanks to everyone who has helped make this service run 
smoothly.

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MOSMAN MEMORIAL PARK ASSOCIATION 


To the Citizens of Searsport : 


In the summer of 1921, Margaret S. Parse heard that the land 
now known as Mosman Park was to be sold as cottage lots. She wrote 
to Clarabel Mosman who owned the land and found out that it could be 
purchased for $2,000.00 if it were called Mosman Park. 


Mrs. Parse tried to get the town to buy the property for a park 
but the town refused. Through her efforts in 1921, 165 citizens of 
Searsport raised $2,643.96. On December 31, 1921 a corpora- 
tion was formed under the laws of the State of Maine. The name of 
the corporation was The Mosman Memorial Park Association. It's pur- 
poses were "the improvement of the Village of Searsport by purchasing, 
holding and caring for a public park to be called The Mosman Memorial 
Park". 


By deed dated January 16, 1922 the land was conveyed to 
the Association by Clarabel Mosman for the purchase price of 
$2,000.00. The condition of this conveyance being that the land 
shall be used perpetually as a park. The Mosman Memorial Park was 
dedicated in 1923. From this date until June 1963, the association 
through the efforts of many people who gave of their time and money, 
has maintained this park as a beauty spot for the enjoyment of all the 
citizens of Searsport at no cost, asking for help only once in 1952. 
In 1952 the association asked the town for help in building a seawall. 
The town appropriated $2,500.00 which was used to build the 
seawall. 


In 1963 a lease agreement was entered into between the Pres- 
ident of the Association and the town manager, leasing the park to the 
town for $1.00 per year. Since that time the town has helped with the | 
mowing of the grass and clean up operations. 


At the town meeting in March 1976, $9,500.00 of revenue 
sharing funds were allocated to replace the rotted seawall and steps. 
This work was completed late in July of 1976. Because of the con- 
struction, the beach could not be used until August and the use of the 
picnic area was curtailed also.

At the 1975 meeting a committee was appointed to look into 
the cost of building a bandstand as much like the original one as 
possible. The committee submitted plans for such a bandstand and 
said they would ask for bids, but no action would be taken unless 
approved at a later meeting. Two new picnic grills that had been 
ordered were installed in August. The town manager presented us 
with a list of "Proposed Mosman Park Improvements" which could 
be financed with Federal Funds if they could be obtained. In as much 
as the Association had not been consulted prior to this meeting it 
was difficult to make a decision. 


On August 13, 1976 the board of Trustees met to approve or 
disapprove the town manager's proposal. The proposal was disapproved 
by a 4 to 1 vote, but another meeting with the town selectmen was 
approved, to work out a new proposal. 


On August 23, 1976 a new proposal was approved and the 
town manager authorized to apply for Federal Funds. In September, we 


“learned that there would be no funds for this purpose. 


Because of the uncertainty in obtaining funds for improvements, 
much of the work of improvement, except for normal maintenance has 
been postponed. We look forward to cooperating with the town to make 
as many improvements as possible with the funds available and wish to 
thank all those who contributed in any way to the preservation of this 
beautiful recreation area for the citizens and friends of Searsport.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


To the Citizens of Searsport: 


This past year your Planning Board approved the one subdivision 
application presented to it, and we approved two of the three applica- 
tions for construction within the shoreland zoning area. The board en- 
dorsed the enlargement of the Shady Rest Trailer Park and the expansion 
of apartments. | 


We strongly supported the concept of Searsport providing on 
shore support facilities for offshore oil exploration and development. We 
then sent a letter to Governor Longley stating our support and the rea- 
sons for this action. 


After a lot of effort and some expense, your Planning Board ap- 
plied to the state for permission to issue wetlands alteration permits and 
to substitute municipal subdivision permits for site location review on 
subdivisions up to 100 acres in size. Hopefully this would give Sears- 
port more voice in determining its destiny. However, at a meeting with 
a representative of the Maine D.E.P. prior to approval of our applica- 
tion, we were told the D.E.P. would still rule on these matters in 
addition to local rule. We dropped the matter rather than encumber you 
with more delays and government red tape. 


In the spring of 1976 we determined the Town's desire for a 
municipal parking lot. After working with the selectmen, exploring many 
potential sites, and drafting 5 preliminary plans we are stalled in our 
efforts to obtain an option on a practical site to present to the voters. 
This project will be on our work agenda in 1977 as will the comprehen- 
sive zoning plan which has been moving along slowly.

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COMMENTS 


The appropriations from the so called "Federal Revenue Shar- 
ing" funds were reviewed and in certain areas appear to be very clearly 
within the official definition of priority. It is recommended, however, 
that a definite policy be adopted by the budget committee in respect to 
recommendations in the area defined as "ordinary and necessary capital 
expenditures authorized by law" in which a difference of opinion is 
possible, despite the actual need. The total authorized use was 
$49,290.00 compared with other tax requirements of $529,880.82 
(exclusive of the fractions in the tax rate) which well illustrates the 
value of a revenue sharing program. 


It is noteworthy that the departmental operations indicate over- 
drafts of only $162.99 in comparison to lapsed unexpended balances 
of $33,631.72. This departmental gain contributed towards partial 
recovery of the $91,863.88 appropriated from surplus; an amount 
then justified by the financial position of the town. In this respect, the 
prior year's appropriations from surplus totaled only $20,895.00, 
therefore, the indicated decrease in surplus of only $19,389.52 this 
year is highly satisfactory. The value of this sound financial position 
is also reflected in the interest earnings from General Fund Investments 
that totaled $9,878.50, which is very satisfactory considering the 
time period between January lst and the beginning of inflow from the 
new taxation. 


The annual requirement of $5,895.18 towards retirement of 
debt reduced the outstanding notes to $23,580.78. The increase in 
Capital Reserves is also a source of satisfaction. In this present era 
of mandated capital expenditures, environmental remedies, and the de- 
mand for more protection, such provisions for the future reflect good 
judgement.

TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Searsport : 


It is my distinct pleasure to present to you the Annual Report of the Town 
for 1977. | am also pleased to report for the fourth consecutive year that the 
financial condition of the Town continues to be excellent. We were most fortu- 
nate to receive, or be working under, a total of nine (9) Federal and/or State 
Grants during 1977 and as you review the proposed 1978 budget, you can 
readily see that other Federal Funds also are having an increasingly larger 
impact on each year's total operating budget. 


Federal Funding Programs and Grants are a way - of -life in this Country 
today and will undoubtedly continue to be on an ever-increasing scale. It 
should be everyone's primary duty, therefore, to do everything possible to retain 
local control over the expenditure of these funds. Local government is still by 
far the best government of the three (Local, State and Federal), because it is 
closest to the people themselves. No effort should be considered too great to 
keep as much control as possible of our own destinies right here at the local level. 


Our Unappropriated Surplus Account at year's end totals $235,161.39, 
the third highest ever for the Town. In addition to not having to borrow operating 
money each year (beginning in 1974) in anticipation of taxes, there is now 
another good reason to sustain a sizable surplus. In most cases, Government 
Grants are predicted on the basis that the recipient Town will spend their own 
funds first to complete the Project and then the awarding Government Agency will 
reimburse the Town for the total amount of previously expended funds. Without 
the "cushion" of a Surplus Account, we would have to go out and borrow the 
money each time prior to the acceptance of a Grant award. 


As depicted by some of the newspaper headlines reprinted on the cover and 
pictures located elsewhere in this report, 1977 was indeed a remarkable year for 
Searsport. In this short span of twelve months, we 


1. Received 3 LPW Grants (Federal), totalling $462,000.00, for 
construction of the following: 


a) a 750,000 gallon reinforced concrete water reservoir for the 
Searsport Water District ($289,000.00) This project got 
underway in November. 


b) anew seawall and large parking area addition adjacent to the 
Town Wharf ($123,000.00). This work also was started in 
November. 


c) the laying of approximately 4000 feet of 8' water main 
westerly along U.S. Route 1 from the Yarn Shop to Kob!'s 
Restaurant. ($50,000.00 plus $26,000.00 Water 
District Funds). This work is to be done in April, 1978. 


TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT (Cont.) 


2. Constructed a new two bay (with large meeting room) fire station 
in North Searsport . 


3. Hired our first full-time (year-round) Recreation Director and 
constructed two tennis courts with the financial aid of 60% Grant Funds 
($15,400.00 Federal and $3,080.00 State) 


4. Converted our Town Dump to a Sanitary Landfill at a cost of 
$16,000.00. | 


5. Resurfaced Main Street (curb to curb) from Gordon's Garage to 
the Nursing Home, with the State paying for the traffic lanes portion and the 
Town assuming the costs of shoulder sections to each curb (approximately 
$8,000.00). 


6. Reconstructed and hottopped the road to Swanville in North Sears- 
port (from Mt. Ephraim Road to Dodge Corner) with matching State Aid 
Reconstruction funds. 


7. Completed the removal of 198 diseased and/or dead roadside Elm 
trees and planted 75 more (for 3 rd consecutive year) replacement trees. 


: 8. Purchased a new 2 cubic yard front end loader, couplet’ with 
plow and wing, for year-round highway use. 


9. Purchased a new 750 gallon pumper-tank fire truck for the Sears- 
port Fire Department, which was picked up and delivered in February, 1978. 


10. Bought a new police cruiser and purchased a light bar and radar 
equipment for same with the help of a 50% State Grant. 


The accomplishment of all of the above in a single year without borrow- 
ing (the Town's total debt at the moment is a very low $17,685.60) and with 
only a 6% decrease in Surplus (from $251,906.43 to $235,161.39) is 
demonstrative proof of my opening statement that Searsport is indeed in excel- 
lent financial shape. In addition, you will be pleased to know that the total 


' — market value of the Town's Trust Funds at year's end was $168,927.57, 


another financial "cushion" in which we can all take pride. 


| would like to express my sincere thanks once again to the Board of 
Selectmen, all of my fellow Town Employees, Members of our various Boards 
and Commissions and each individual citizen for their enthusiastic cooperation 
and assistance in making 1977 another "tremendous" year for Searsport !

The Assessing department performed a revaluation in 1977, 
resulting in an overall increase in Real Estate and Personal Property 
Value of approximately $10,000,000. This increase (included was 
over $1,000,000 in new construction) resulted in a reduced tax 
rate of $15.90 per thousand. However, despite the lower rate, most 
taxpayers experienced an increase in their total tax, due in part to the 
loss of the Inventory Tax (as mandated by the state).

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1977 
(Barney Hose Co.) 


The Department answered 40 alarms during 1977, 9 of which 
were either false, short circuits, or malfunctions due mainly to the 
inefficient operation of the old red network telephone system, which has 
been in service for many years. 


This system is, in my opinion (also, the Board of Selectmen, the 
Budget Advisory Committee and Town Manager), long overdue for a more 
modern and certainly more dependable alarm system for fire protection. 


} Many communities both large and small have installed the 
commonly called "Plectron" alarm system and are well satisfied with its 
performance. It has been demonstrated and accepted as the solution to 
the ever increasing problem of false alarms, short circuiting, etc. which 
occurs occasionally three and sometimes four times in one day, all of 
which causes concern to citizens, inconvenience to Fire Department 
Personel and also added expense, and, | must add when this happens at 
night there is no alternative but to cut power to the whistle and wait for 
repairs on the following day. 


As your Fire Chief, | highly recommend making this change and 
believe it will greatly improve the warning system now in use. 


Our new combination pumper-tank truck is ready for delivery and 
will replace the 1948 GMC which is to be transferred to N. Searsport 
as added equipment there. 


This unit has been very faithful and has served well, but no 
longer meets underwriter's ins. approval. 


| wish to express my appreciation to the Board of Selectmen, 
Mr. Garland and all involved for their cooperation in helping myself and 
your Fire Department maintain and operate a share in public safety. 


Also, to Jim York and his Ambulance Corp. These people de- 
serve a lot more credit than they receive and, in my opinion, rate second 
to none. 


Another reminder in regard to wood burning: observe safety 
regulations for installing wood stoves. These details are available at 
most dealers and if followed can and will prevent many serious and some- 
times fatal fires.

In addition, the early warning smoke detectors are becoming less 
expensive and | recommend installing at least one or more per home. 
These devices have already been proven to be invaluable in saving lives.

Throughout 1977, we responded to 97 calls, amounting to 
3792 miles traveled, at a net cost of $2,686.62. 


This year we are asking for $3800. The increase inthe 
amount will be going to train more EMTs and for a badly needed new 
alert system. 


| am proud to report that you have 11 licensed attendants 


(including a registered nurse), 6 EMTs and 2 drivers (who are in 


training). Three ambulance personnel have recently completed the 
EMT course and two more are registered to take the course this year. 


In 1977 we purchased a Port-a-Power, which is used inthe 
aid of extracation. 


Monthly training sessions are held to continually inform 
personnel of new methods and any changes. Attendants are required 
to retrain in CPR each year, and Advanced First Aid and Emergency 
Care every three years. 


Last year a new file card and map system was set up. What 
this entails is a file card stating the name and directions to the 
home of each resident. Also, any special medical need is added to 
the card. Maps of every road and street have been made to coincide 
with the file cards. 


Included in the town report is a form to be filled out and 
turned in. If you have not already done so please do now. As this 
information is valuable to YOU; but, only if it is turned in.

In June of 1977, the Town's first, full time Recreation Director was 
chosen. 


The summer program started with a three week swim program, under the 
direction of Marge Knuuti. A boys Babe Ruth team and a girls softball team were 
formed and participated in a league playing area teams. Other programs offered 
were tennis, basketball and special events highlighted the summer. Activities 
such as park picnics, a trip to Fort Knox, movies, bicycle excursions, scavenger 
hunts, to mention a few, were held throughout the summer months . 


| would like to thank Emily Darby, John Barry and those at Merrill Transport 
who helped with the recreation float for the Fourth of July parade. A special thanks 
goes to all the children who helped decorate the float and participated in the parade. 


Without a doubt, the most popular program that has arisen has been the tennis 
program since the completion of the new facility. Through the aid of federal, state 
and local funds and facility was completed and in full swing upon its grand opening 
in September. Better weather predicts that tennis will be one of the town's foremost 
recreational pastimes. The Recreation Department plans to offer instruction in the 
spring and summer months. 


The fall and winter programs were underway early with swimming being offered 
to the younger children. Other activities for members of the community include 
family afternoon, men's night, tap and ballet, belly dance, ladies exercise, movies, 
a puppet show and a new program entitled Kiddie Kal for the pre-school youngsters.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


To the Citizens of Searsport: 


| submit the following explanation for the increased expenses in 
the Civil Defense* Account this year. 


| had the opportunity to purchase chairs, tables and a typewriter 
from the Surplus Warehouse at a minimal price for the Town Offices, a 
few things for the ambulance such as blankets, metal splints, etc. | also 
put blankets and bandages in the town trucks as specified by OSHA. 


| have received partial reinbursement for my expenses this year 
for travel outside of Waldo County. This is the first time since accepting 
the directors appointment in 1966 that | have used the travel allowance 
which was granted me when | took the appointment. In the past I have 
assumed the travel expenses, but this year | have been unable to do so 
with the increased travel for training seminars, surplus property, etc. 


In December | attended a meeting at Waldo County C.D. Office, 
from all indications it is quite apparent the year 1978 will be unusually 
busy. | was told Searsport will be one of the towns issued a warning 
receiver whereby timely warnings may be received automatically on 
severe weather conditions, excessive fallout reports, etc. It will be 
installed at the Town Office, also the town will be receiving two more 
Radiological Monitoring Kits. One is to be carried on the ambulance and 
the other at the home of James York. This will now make a total of four 
monitoring kits for the town. 


The most important topic to concern our town will be the handling 
of radioactive materials and handling of any emergency connected with it 
should one arise. We were told Searsport is one of only two seaports on 
the Atlantic Coast approved for incoming radioactive materials being 
shipped into the country for reprocessing. It is my hope that when we 
appeal to you for help that you will attend our meetings and classes in 
radiological monitoring and learn to understand what handling radioactive 
materials entails and how you may help in an emergency.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


Your Planning Board has finally begun to get its teeth into a land 
use ordinance for presentation to the citizens of Searsport. A grant from 
the Maine Coastal Zone Management Program has made it possible for 
the Planning Board to employ the services of a professional planner at 
the Penobscot Valley Regional Planning Commission to assist the board 
with the problem of how and where the town should grow based on past 
growth patterns, land use capability and ownership interests. Later in 
1978 we will solicit your ideas for incorporation into this plan via 
neighborhood meetings similar to those used in the preparation of the 
shoreland zoning ordinance. 


At the request of the selectmen, the Planning Board located a 
site for a proposed municipal building to house town offices plus the 
public safety operations. The Planning Board's recommendation for 
additional downtown parking was shelved. We hope action will be taken 
on this by the time Merrill Bank begins constructing their new facility 
in the spring of 1978. 


On the regulatory side of things, we dealt with seven subdivision 
applications in 1977. Four subdivisions were approved and one dis- 
approved after public hearings; and two subdivisions are still in the pre- 
liminary phase because the applicant is undecided on how to devide the 
lot. Two industrial applications and one residential request for con- 
struction within the shoreland zoning area were reviewed and unanimous- 
ly approved. 


Several members of your board attended the tax impact course 
given by Maine Coast Heritage Trust. This provided us with one method 
of determining the tax impact of residential development in a town as 
well as the tax impact of open space. 


The Planning Board recommended to the selectmen the purchase 
of additional vacant land adjacent to Mosman Park, at a reasonable 
price. We have also maintained close contact with Central Maine Power 
Co. and their plans for the construction of a coal fired generating plant 
on Sears Island.

COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


Major Activities of the University of Maine 
Cooperative Extension Service in Waldo County During 1977 


There were public requests for a variety of educational programs in 
the areas in which the Extension Service works -- family living, youth 
development, agriculture and community resource development. 


GENERAL EXTENSION PROGRAMS 
Family Living: 


Public programs were conducted to help teach families to better 
utilize their resources of money, time, energy, skills and health. The 
following topics were included:

-- Professional Touches in Home Sewing 

-- Safe, Effective and Inexpensive Homemade Cleaning Agents 
-- Understanding the Basics of the Metric System

-- Family Banking 


Funds were made available to hire an aide to teach families how 
they might meet their housing needs and how to budget their income. - 
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COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE (Cont.) 


Federal funds were obtained to hire four paraprofessionals to 
provide food and nutrition education to low-income, low-education 
homemakers on a one-to-one or small group basis. Emphasis was 
placed on basic nutrition, cooking skills, stretching food dollars 
or Food Stamps, meal-planning, weight control, sanitation in food 
handling, food storage and food preservation. 


Three new women's Extension groups were formed with approx- 
imately 40 members. These groups meet to learn to improve their 
skills in using family resources. 


A monthly newsletter was written on rural living information 
(family-living and part-time agriculture). Over 800 families receive 
this letter each month. 


Youth: 


Funds were acquired to hire several aides to work on youth 
programs. They made the following achievements : 


-- Coordination of the Big Brother/Big Sister program in Belfast 
and Searsport 

-- Nutrition education to pregnant teenagers throughout the county 

-- Nutrition education and weight control techniques to overweight 
teenagers throughout the county 

-- Basic cooking and nutrition programs for boys and girls 8 - 13 
in six towns in this county 

-- Home Vegetable gardening programs for 8 - 12 year olds in 
four towns in this county 

-- Rent-A-Kid Program was coordinated in Belfast 

-- A series of environmental awareness programs was offered in 
five towns: 

-- Six local 4-H clubs were established 

-- One county-wide 4-H program was initiated 

-- Six county youth were named State award winners and attended 
the National 4-H Congress in Chicago 

-- One Waldo County youth was named a National winner in the 
4-H Safety program. 

-- One Waldo County 4-H member will be one of 4 Maine youth 
to attend the National 4-H Conference in Washington D.C. 


Agriculture :

Community Resource Development : 


A service was provided to the legislators and town officials where 
information on the upcoming bills affecting small towns was sent to the 
Extension office and put into a newsletter mailed to town officials. 


Other: 


Extension specialists write a variety of newsletters to people in 
Waldo County with specific commercial interests. These include 
commercial dairy, poultry, forestry, vegetable crops, potatoes, blue- 
berries, horticulture, campground management and community resource 
development. 


Several hundred people received individual consultation on their 
particular problems in addition to the programs and services listed’ 
above. 


Extension Program for Commercial Poultry Growers 


Plans were developed to construct poultry houses for layers which 
would reduce the cost per bird. A six row, four deck cage laying house 
has been tried. It has proved not to have an adverse effect on production 
and to have considerably reduced the cost per bird. 


Methods were developed to reduce the egg shell damage resulting 
from transporting eggs from the farm to the plant in egg cases by using 
uncased palletized egg transportation. 

Techniques were developed to reduce egg shell damage during the 
preparation for market at the farm. Methods were found that would lower 
the amount of breakage by 5%. 
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COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE (Cont.) 


A relatively inexpensive evaporative cooling system was developed to 
lower the problem of heat stress and mortality in poultry during the summer. 


A group of table egg growers worked with Extension staff to form a 
cooperative to purchase a portion of a commercial company which de- 
cided to sell its table egg division. Although the group was unable to 
secure the necessary financing, a number of the participants are using 
the cooperative management principles in an alternative project which 
has stabilized the incomes of these families involved. 


A program was established using poultry science teaching aids to 
develop leadership in youth The leadership principles are applicable 
to any aspect of endeavor. 


Work was done with teachers in vocational high schools to help 
~ them learn how to prepare students for employment in the agricultural 
segment of the economy. 


Extension Programs for Commercial Dairymen 


Many dairymen are using the Electronic Farm Accounting system 
and the central processing of Dairy Health Improvement Association to 
do a business analysis on the costs of milk production and feed ration 
planning.

Four Waldo County dairymen participated in a pilot project to test 
the effectiveness of seeding cornfields in August by helicopter with 
winter rye to reduce winter soil erosion. 


A number of dairymen have gotten individual consultation on dairy 
barn construction, building remodeling, adequacy of milking equipment, 
. forage and feeding, farm management problems and waste management 
alternatives. 


A considerable amount of effort went into helping to organize Maine 
Farm Days. 


Dairy judging information was provided to 4-H club members and 
the State 4-H Dairy Judging Contest was held during Skowhegan Fair. 


Fact sheets were developed on a variety of dairy topics to supple- 


ment those already available A monthly diary letter has been written 
and is available upon request.

In accordance with your request and our understanding of the 
procedural requirements, there is in process a limited general post

The appropriation of $90,000.00 from the Local Fiscal 
Assistance (Federal Revenue Sharing) Fund was completely 
allocated to purposes that comply with the intended meaning of fiscal 
assistance. Had it been necessary to provide the same requirements 
from local taxation, the effect upon the tax commitment would have 
been very substantial. The investment of receipts was in accordance 
with requirements and added $1,047.65 to this fund from interest 
earnings. 


The appropriation of $31,198.00 from the anti - recession 
provisions of Title Il of the Public Works Employment Act of 1976 
was allocated to purposes involving salaries. In addition to the fore- 
going two items, there were appropriations from Surplus that totaled 
$114,759.65, thus explaining the decrease in net requirements 
from taxation. As a result of the overall operations the net loss in 
Surplus, as currently recorded, is only $16,808.19. 


The net item of Accounts Receivable pertains to the various 
Federal and State funded projects, being the actual costs financed 
by the Town due to be refunded. It is clearly evident that the scope 
of municipal activities has expanded to resemble that which is 
characteristic of a large town or small city, as evidenced by the 
total expenditures in the departmental accounts.

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TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Searsport: 


It is my distinct pleasure to present to you the Annual 
Report of the Town for 1978. Once again, it is also my 
privilege to report, for the fifth consecutive year, that, 
despite an unavoidable reduction in our Unappropriated Sur- 
plus Account, the general financial condition of the Town is 
still excellent, with ‘money in the bank’, all bills paid, and 
an outstanding debt of only $11,790.42 at year’s end. 


With ‘Proposition 13” and “‘Tax Limitation” fast be- 
coming household words and foremost in everyone’s minds 
these days, a closer scrutiny of Searsport’s actual tax per- 
formance during the five year period, 1973 through 1978, 
clearly shows that our Town has been away ahead of the 
times by actually practicing the principles of ‘‘tax limitation” 
long before the citizens of California or the rest of the 
Country even thought about them. The fact is that the 
average Searsport taxpayer paid less local real estate taxes 
in 1978 than he or she did in 1973! To illustrate, attached 


please find four typical, but different only from each other, pro- 
perties selected at random from tax records in the Town 
_ Office. 


There is an old saying that all good things have to come 
to an end sometime, and our remarkable taxation record 
over these past five years is no exception § to the rule. 

Its end, however, comes about through no fault of our 
own. Due to increased costs mandated by double digit in- 
flation and higher prices, an unsolicited Federal Program 
which was thrust upon us two years ago and ended just 
as abruptly last October, the State reneging on a promise 
made back in 1973, another huge (29%) increase in our 
State Valuation, and other ‘‘external’’ pressures over which 
* we ourselves had little or no control, the ‘‘battle’’ to 
maintain the same or reduce our 1979 tax rate appears to 
be “‘lost’’ before we even start. A few of these costs, as 
reflected in the 1979 Budget, are: 


Increased Social Security $ 1,160.00 
Ever-rising insurance costs 7,100.00 
Unemployment Comp. (beginning 1/1/78) 2,025.00 
Rising utility rates and fuel costs 4,310.00 
Elimination of Antirecession Funds 68 000.00 
Elimination of Inventory and Livestock Tax 5,596.57 
Increased County Tax 6,679.50

We must not lose sight of the fact, also, that education 
still consumes the giant’s share-of our tax dollars (60% in 
1978). Therefore, while we are confident that the Superin- 
tendent and Directors of MSAD 56 will continue doing 
everything possible to provide the best quality education for 
our children at the lowest possible cost, the adverse effects 
of inflation and other similar externally imposed cost in- 
creases will surely be reflected as well in their finalized 
Budget for FY 1979-80, starting 7/1/79. 


1978 was, nevertheless, another very good year for the 
Town, with continued progress being made in all departments, 
which you will find explained in greater detail throughout 
this Report. 


| would like to express my sincere thanks once again to 
the Board of Selectmen, all of my fellow Town Employees, 
Members of our various Boards and Commissions, and each 
individual citizens for their enthusiastic cooperation and 
assistance throughout the year. | am justifiably proud to have 
been a small part of this ‘“‘team effort’? to make our Town 
an even better place in which to live, work, and play.

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ASSESSOR’S REPORT 


A question commonly asked today is why a Property Tax in- 
stead of a Sales, Income, or some other type of tax. Following 
are some of the important reasons. 


It is relatively easy to administer and collect. 


Regardless of the state of the economy, it provides the most 
stable and consistent income. As is so graphically displayed in 
Searsport, despite the drastic increase in property values, from 
$15,000,000 in 1971 to $34,000,000 in 1978, and a tax rate de- 
crease from $37.00 in 1971 to $15.00 per thousand in 1978, the 
sum appropriated and raised to operate the Town and Schools has 
changed little from the $555,000 raised in 1971 to the $507,000 
raised in 1978. 


It is flexible and reponsive to the communities needs and desires. 
If the citizens of Searsport request a new service or wish to expand 
an existing one there is no need to guess as to how much it will 
cost the Taxpayer. Knowing the assessed value of the Town it is a 
simple matter to divide this value by the amount to be raised and 
the answer is the tax required to pay for this service. To illustrate 
further: if the Town value is $33,000,000, every mill or $1.00 per 
thousand tax on each piece of property will raise $33,000. 


Higher property values created by inflation do not in themselves 
Cause tax increases. As values increase and the appropriation 
remains constant, the tax rate decreases and the final tax remains 
the same. 


It is the external influences over which we have so little control, 
as so well described in our Manager’s Report, that creates the 
upward pressure on the tax rate. 


To maintain Equity and to insure that each property owner 


-pays only his or her fair share of the tax burden, it is essential 


that assessed values be reasonably close to Cost or Market Values. 
This is the surest way to ascertain that the owner of a new home 

pays no more in relation to its construction cost than an old home 
that has a market value as high or higher than the new home. 


In the period of April 1, 1978 to April 1, 1979 we will have 
processed more than 125 property transfers. 


As long as values continue to change and real estate is sold and 
divided so frequently, new structures are built and old ones re- 
modeled, and Mobile homes are moved in and moved out, ap-

praising must be a continuous process and Townwide adjustments 
made at least every two years. 


| am again pleased to report that the Assessing Department had 
an excellent Equity Rating of 8 in 1978.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1978 
(Barney Hose Co.) 


The Department answered 44 alarms in 1978 in comparison 
with 40 in 1977. Three of these alarms involved property loss, 
something in which must be considered more or less quite fortunate 
because of the very dry season that occurred state-wide. 


However, much credit has to be given to the public citizens in 
general for their cooperation in helping to hold down damage 
and loss during the danger periods. 


Our new combination pumper-tanker was delivered last February, 
also our new “‘Pager’’ Alarm System, after some delay, is now in 
full operation and proving out very well. 


A reminder that the telephone number remains the same, 548-2900 
for both fire & ambulance service. It will be answered during the 
weekdays (8:00-5:00) at the Town Office, in the evenings the 
Boarding Home answers all calls, they also answer calls weekends 
(day and night). These emergency calls are monitered by myself and 
Jim York (when available) as backup. The Boarding Home and the 
Town Office control the fire whistle, if needed. 


Once again, | urge everyone to give serious thought to purchasing, 
in my opinion, that very inexpensive insurance policy, namely the 
SMOKE DETECTOR. In many cases, | believe those simple devices 
could have prevented property loss, lives, etc. It has been proven 
that with all the synthetic materials, detergents, etc. that are in 
homestoday are deadly poison when burning, and when asleep 
a few breaths of most of these are fatal, not so much the flames 
that follow. 


| wish at this time to express my appreciation for the cooperation 
trom Mr. Garland, the Board of Selectmen, and all citizens for 
their help during the past year.

To the citizens of Searsport: 


Throughout 1978 we responded to 99 calls and traveled a 
total of 4,185 miles, at a net cost of $3,023.09. 


This year | am asking for $3,300, a drop of $500 from 
last year; also, for $2,500 for the Ambulance Reserve Account. 
Our overall budget will stay the same as last year, in the never 
ending battle to keep our taxes down as much as possible and 
yet provide the quality of service you people deserve. 


| would like to report that, although there are a few bugs to 
get ironed out, the new pager system has proven to be the 
quality system it was meant to be. 


| am proud to say that we have 12 licensed attendants, which 
include 2 registered nurses and 5 EMT’s, plus we have 5 drivers. 
Two more of our attendants are attending the EMT course being 
taught at Waldo Regional Vocational Center. This course will be 
completed by June of this year. 


We hold monthly training sessions on the second Wednesday of 
each month from 6:30 to 9:30 p.m. at the fire house. Some of 
the programs through the year have included blood pressure train- 
ing, forced entry, communications, ambulance familiarization, 
oxygen therapy, CPR, drug overdoses and abuse, chlorine gas 
safety and lecture, extrication, splinting, and scott air pak train- 
ing to name only a few. . 


We have taken field trips to Delta Chemical Co., the U. S. 
Government Tank Farm, Stockton Springs Ambulance classes and 
the Bayview Boarding Home. 


Our monthly sessions are open to any and all interested citizens 
who would like to see the type of training the crew receives. 


At this time, | would like to thank my ambulance personnel 
and all the citizens of Searsport for their cooperation and assistance ° 
in making the Searsport Ambulance Service one of the finest 
services around.

In the past year the Searsport Recreation Department has 
expanded its’ recreation services through the addition of new 
programs and special events for the people in the community. 


A number of winter programs were offered for all ages. Men’s 
Night, one of our most popular and consistent programs, ran 
throughout the year, with basketball during the colder months and 
softball in the summer months. A Pee Wee Basketball League was 
offered for boys and girls in grades 4 to 6. It started in February 
and ran until the end of April with 35 youngsters participating. 
Other winter-spring programs offered were: family afternoon,

Arts and crafts, tennis lessons for youngsters and adults, 
adult co-ed night, men’s night, and baseball and softball programs 
were. just a few offered. Some of our special events included a 
pet show, skateboard contest, scavenger hunts, park picnics, a 
clown performance, and a bike trip to Lake St. George. Through 
the cooperation of the school district, Lloyd Rainy, and the bus 
drivers, we were able to take youngsters on field trips to Fort 
Knox, Aqualand in Bar Harbor, and Children’s Day at the Broiler 
Festival. 


Due to unfortunate circumstances our three week instructional: 
swim program was unable to be offered, but it is planned for 
this coming year. 


Through the aid of the Chamber of Commerce, the Searsport 
businesses, residents, and Emily Darby we were able to completely 
outfit the boys Babe Ruth Team with uniforms. The team in turn 
showed their appreciation with a winning record and the title of 
1978 Waldo-Hancock Coastal League Champions. 


Other summer teams under the direction of the Searsport 
Recreation Department are the Girl’s Softball Team age 13 to 16, 
the Boy’s Farm League age 8 to 12, and the young girls Lassie 
League Team age 8 to 12. The Lassie League Program was very 
successful in its’ first year. Its’ purpose is to teach the funda- 
mental skills of the game and then let the youngsters use them in 
a game situation.

In May, Linda Miller, a junior at Searsport High School, was 
under my direction through a federally funded program.

In the fall a few more new programs were added to our 
regular schedule. We_ started a Pee Wee Kickball League for 
girls and boys in grades 3 to 6, which was held twice a week 
after supper, and a soccer program was offered to the boys 
and girls in the junior high grades after school. Even disco 
dancing hit the scene and will resume in the spring. Other new 
programs included: Adult Co-Ed Volleyball and Open gym for 
Jr. and Sr. High youth.

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REPORT OF THE CARVER MEMORIAL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


The year 1978 brought much activity and several changes 
to the Carver Memorial Library. The David Sears Room continues 
to be used extensively by the Recreation Committee for movies 
and other purposes, 4-H Club, 2 lodge groups, Snowmobile Club, 
Women’s International Farm and Garden Club, Mosman Park Assoc- 
iation and throughout the spring and into the early fall a ‘Coffee 
House’ each Thursday evening featured many talented musicians 
in folk and classical music. | 


The new front doors of the library have been finished and installed. 
A BOOK DROP placed in the new doors to enable library users to 
return their books at any hour has proved both useful and success- 
ful. An overhead light has been installed above the rear parking 
lot and new shrubbery has been planted in that area. The roof has 
had some work to repair flashing and will need more extensive 
work in the future. 


The summer reading club was not held this past summer. A new 
summer project is being discussed and worked on for 1979. The 
annual tea and white elephant sale was held in August. The 4-H 
Club decorated the library for Christmas. 


Circulation increased in 1978 to 5328 books, an increase of 
1732 over the previous year. 517 new books were added to the 
shelves and many paperbacks were donated to the paperback rack. 
A new edition of World Book was added to the children’s 
reference section and several new reference books were added to 
the adult reference section. The shelf of free magazines continues 
to be popular, thanks to the many contributors. University 
Extension and other pamphlets are also available.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


1978 was the year of land use planning for your planning 
board as we spent two to three evenings per month on this 
subject. First was the establishment of land use goals for 
the Town of Searsport followed closely by amending the 
comprehensive plan of 1965 to reflect these goals. During 
this time we were also working with Mrs. Katherine Carter 
of the Penobscot Valley Regional Planning Commission 
preparing a property base map of the Town plus transparent 
overlays depicting soil types, soil suitability i.e.: for septic 
tanks, topography, new development in Town, sewer and 
water lines, and existing cultural uses of the land. This 
material became a valuable tool in preparing a draft com- 
prehensive zoning ordinance for the whole Town of Sears- 
port, and it will be useful in planning for future growth 
of our Town. Following several property owner meetings 
this fall in Searsport and North Searsport, during which we 
sought comments and input on the ordinance from the 
people of our community, the plan was finalized for a 
public hearing and presentation to the voters at Town 
Meeting, 1979. 


We worked with five landowner’s and their proposed sub- 
division in 1978, None of the proposals were denied and 
some have not been presented in final form yet. There were 
two applications for construction within the shoreland 
zoned area of which one was approved with conditions 
and one was denied. 


We have been keeping informed on the Sears Island develop- 
ment via briefings from Central Maine Power Company al- 
through progress seems to be inextricably entwined in ‘‘red 
tape’. The concept of revitalizing the downtown area has 
Our support and should offer the opportunity to enliven 
and invigorate Our commercial core.

Meet the Candidates - Town Meeting 1978 - Again in 1978 
the Chamber held a ‘Meet the Candidates Night’’ for Select- 
men and School Board aspirants. The meeting was structured 
so that participants had an opportunity to state their position 
on a number of different topics. 


Sears Island Container Terminal - Union Hall was packed with 
people who came from Bangor to Belfast to learn about the 
new MDOT sponsored study which chose Sears Island as the 
best location in the State for a general cargo marine terminal. 
Bill Fernald of MDOT explained the study and then the effort 
needed by this community was outlined. Among others, re- 
presentatives from the Greater Bangor Chamber of Commerce 
offered their support. The meeting was the basis on which 
Maineport Council (see below) was formed. 


Town Zoning Goals, Bypass of Searsport and Downtown Re- 
storation - This tri-topic meeting was held in June at Union 
Hall. Residents of Searsport filled the hall and heard Bruce 
Probert explain the Planning Board’s Land Use Goals which 
the Town soon adopted. The most controversial issue was 
addressed by Dan Webster Assistant to the Commissioner 

of MDOT, who explained that there were no plans or funds 
to buiid a Route 1 bypass around Searsport. Peter Garland 
closed the meeting with a brief discussion of his efforts to 
obtain a grant which would be used to begin a restoration 
effort in the village center (see below). 


Meet the Candidates - November - All national and local candi- 
dates were represented at the Chamber’s first meet the candidates 
night for a November election. Each candidate spoke for 5 
minutes and then the audience asked questions. Audience 
participation was pointed and several expressed concern about 
the abundance of government red tape. 


ANNUAL MEETING FOR THE SEARSPORT CHAMBER OF 


COMMERCE - This years meeting was held October 19, 1978 
at the Grand Mariner Restaurant. Sixty members and guests 
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enjoyed a fine meal and program and then participated in 
the business meeting following. Earle G. Shettleworth, Jr., 
Director of the Maine Historic Preservation Commission gave 
a slide talk which illustrated the restoration opportunity we 
have in the village of Searsport. Earle is working with the 
Searsport Historical Society and the Town to have some 
sections of the village registered in the National Historic 
Registry.

Maineport Council - Perhaps one of your Chambers most im- 
portant activities of the year is its support of MDOT’s pro- 
posed Sears Island general cargo terminal. As a result of the 
informational meeting described above, the Chamber together 
with the Town of Searsport and the Searsport Port Com- 
mittee formed the Sears Island Terminal AdHoc Steering 
Committee. This Chamber committee brought together business 
and government leaders from primarily the Belfast to Bangor 
area, however, membership includes leaders from Portland 

to Presque Isle. 


As a result of a contest held this summer, Maineport Council 
was selected as the name for this group. Among other 
things, the Council has sponsored informational meetings 
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SEARSPORT CHAMBER OF COMMERCE (Cont.) 


around Central and Northern Maine, lobbied the Maine State 
Legislature, held press conferences and worked with MDOT 
to develop legislation for further marine terminal study in 
Maine. 


Village Restoration - With financial assistance of a Federal 
Coastal Zone Management Grant in the amount of $4,880.00, 


plus $1,020.00 appropriated by the Town, from Surplus, at 
a Special Town Meeting on 9/21/78, the Town has con- 
tracted Stevens Architects of Portland to develop a downtown 


revitalization concept plan. 


Much of Searsport’s unique character derives from the 
historical architecture of its Village area. It is of utmost 
importance to the future of the Town, therefore, that we 
preserve that character, both to insure the local residents’ 
pride and ‘‘sense of place’’ and as an_ attraction to tourists. 
And, of course, the aesthetic character of the approaches 
from either direction to this village area should enhance 
the visual image of the Town, rather than detract from 

it as is so often the case today. 


Searsport faces a bright and prosperous future tomorrow 
only if we have the foresight and wherewithal to adequately 
plan for it today. Developing investor confidence is a key 
factor in any downtown revitalization plan. This Grant 

will prove to be the catalyst for both citizen and investor 
confidence. 


Administrative Improvements - To answer requests for in- 
formation about Searsport and keep in better touch with 
our Membership, your Executive Board hired a part-time 
secretary under contract. Kay Dawbin is a longtime resident 
of Searsport. She knows the Town and has had a lot of 
secretarial experience. She answers about 30 inquires per 
month on various subjects.

The Board 
elected Edward Fernands as President and prepared to 
select a new Vice President.

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COMMENTS 


The appropriations that total $48,500.00 out of the so-called 
“Federal Revenue Sharing’ source of income were allocated to 
six separate departmental accounts, all of the purposes being 
within the “‘priority’”’ category of the original, but now eliminated, 
guidelines of permitted use. The receipts were deposited in 
full to a segregated investment account. The interest earnings 
of $672.55 were added to this fund. 


It was noted that the temporary investment of general funds 
was $102,590.37 less than that at the beginning of the year. 
This reduction would be a normal result related to the voted 
appropriation from surplus of $73,500.00 at the Annual and 
Special Town Meetings, and in turn a decrease in the interest 
earnings therefrom. 


Any interpretation of the term ‘‘unappropriated surplus’ 
should include the meaning of the need for working capital, 
which is the outstanding reason for its existence. The year end 
balance of $157,798.03 or 28% ratio to the 1978 tax require- 
ments would seem to be reasonable. Although it made no 
difference in the total taxation to allocate $25,000.00 from 
surplus towards the “county tax’’, this choice should not 
support any belief that the Town itself is being taxed, in practice 
the Town being the State for the collection and transmittal 
of this tax. 


The Accounts Receivable at the beginning of the Year 
included necessary and substantial advances toward the capital 
construction projects that involve financing from Federal 
Funds. At the close of the year only the E.P.A. Step 1 Sewage 
Treatment Project advance of $10,875.00 remains on record, 

a normal situation in long term projects. 


The number of departmental accounts (ourrently 72) 
continue to expand and would seem to include a program 
of a prompt and adequate attention to current problems of 
maintenance and correction instituted by your management. 
Not to be overlooked was the activity in the three major 
capital repairs, replacements and new construction involving 
Federal funds and the wharf replacement by joint participation. 
The long term indebtedness was reduced to $11,790.42 with 
only two more payments required to completely amortize the 
borrowing for sewer planning. In this respect it would seem 
to be of advantage to allow this debt to run its normal 
course and to carefully keep this and all other related costs 
of this long term project on record for the eventual and 
currently unpredictable computation of the Town’s share 
when eventually completed.

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TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Searsport: 


It is my distinct pleasure to present to you the Annual Report 
of the Town for 1979. | am pleased to report that, in spite of the 
precariousness of the times, the general financial condition of the 
Town is still very good. Now it behooves each and every one of us 
to make sure that it stays this way. At year’s end, we had a cash 
balance of approximately $20,000.00, with $60,000.00 invested 
in a short-term note, and all bills paid. 


Because of the runaway, unrelenting inflation rate which we 
are faced with, our dilemma is to generate an ever-increasing amount 
of tax dollars to maintain the same level of services. Standard 
remedies are to cut services, raise the tax rate, expand the tax base 
through residential and industrial growth, or a combination of 
all three of these. The cutting services and increasing taxes routes, 
however, can very quickly be utilized to a point where they be- 
come counterproductive, creating undue hardship for everyone. 
Then, too, there is the added problem of communities finding 
themselves so short of cash, particularly at year’s end, that they 
are unable to pay off their debts, which is usually manifested by 


‘default on tax anticipation loans. Saco is the latest city to join a 


growing list of Maine communities (Lisbon, Old Orchard Beach, 
Rockland, and Stockton Springs, to name a few) which have been 
“caught” in this bind. 


To make certain that our house stays in its present good order, 
| offer the following ten suggestions for your serious consideration. 


1. Guard our “Surplus”! An ideal level to maintain would be 
double the amount of current uncollected taxes at the pre- 
vious year’s end, with a bottom level of no less than 125% 
of that amount. 


' 2, Maintain accurate, up-to-date tax assessment records and maps. 


Our Assessing Department is the ‘‘heart and soul” of the 
whole municipal “body”. Acceptance by the Town of the 
Single Assessor concept in early 1975 has proven to be one 
of the best moves the Town has made in recent years. 


3. Maintain an aggressive property tax collection policy. We can 
take pride in the fact that our average (for several years) 
collection rate has been over 92% in each year that the taxes 
have been due, but Delta Chemical’s refusal to pay their 1979

taxes on time last fall should have taught us all a lesson and 
serve as an important warning. Had one or two more of our 
largest taxpayers joined Delta in not paying their taxes by 
the 10/1/79 deadline, then, we too might have had to default 
on our tax anticipation loan. 


Raise our present 8% penalty rate for late taxes to at least 
12% (the maximum rate allowed by State Law is currently 
18%!). 


Maintain an active investment program, keeping all idle Town 
funds ‘‘busy’’, especially during this period of high interest 
rates. From the $13,424.53 earned from investments last 
year, we paid out $5,750.00 in interest charges on our tax 
anticipation loan, with a balance of $7,674.53 left over to go 
into Surplus. 


Borrow only when absolutely necessary to finance long-term 
capital investments and avoid, at all costs, borrowing to 
finance current operational or maintenance expenses. Next 
June, the last of our old sewer planning notes will be paid off, 
leaving us debt free for the moment at least. We are commit- 
ted to borrowing the Town’s share of Step I| Sewer Planning 
(final design) and, of course, we must borrow to finance the 
Town’s portion of construction costs of our new secondary 
sewage treatment system in late 1981 or ‘82. 


Purchase replacement equipment as needed. To postpone 
doing so is self-defeating, as it will cost the taxpayers more 
in the long run. 


Maintain Reserve Accounts by annual increments for inev- 
itable future capital purchases (i.e., ambulance, police 
cruiser, fire equipment). 


Become equally as knowledgeable and vigilant regarding 
financial operations of MSAD No. 56 and the County as you - 
are of the Town. After all, 75¢ of each tax dollar last year 
was directly handed over to these two institutions! 


Don't panic! Things are bound to get better sooner or later, 
and Sears Island will not remain vacant forever. Decreasing 
the level of municipal services solely as a temporary economy 
move now could prove to be self-defeating in the long run, as 
it would have an adverse effect on our industrial development 
efforts. Good roads, police and fire protection, education and 
recreation are all equally as important as available industrial 


land and/or buildings as relocation incentives to industries.

Unfortunately, our unblemished five year record of no tax 
increases fell by the wayside in 1979, with an average increment 
of approximately 15% due to inflation-related cost increases. It 
is interesting to compare the reactions of the three levels of gov- 
ernment (Federal, State, and local) to the continuously deflating 
dollar. The “Feds” simply increase the National Debt Limit and 
keep the money printing presses rolling (and thus, of course, add- 
ing fuel to the fire!), and the State either sells more bonds or 
blithely takes it away from its cities and towns under the guise of 
“no tax increases’. We cannot print money at the local level, 
however, and we have no one else to take it away from but our- 
selves. We will see this thing through and will not fail, nevertheless, 
as long as we remain united in our efforts to preserve our commun- 
ity for generations to come. 


In.closing, | would like once again to express my sincere 
thanks to the Board of Selectmen, all of my fellow Town employees, 
Members of our various Boards and Commissions, and each individ- 
ual citizen for their cooperation and assistance during this past 
year. | am personally very proud of the small role that | played in 
this gigantic team effort.

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ASSESSOR’S REPORT 


Once again it was my painful duty to adjust property assess- 
ments to reflect the increased market value of real estate. As was 
stated last year, it will be necessary to perform these updates fre- 
quently, perhaps as often as every two years. To do otherwise 
would permit our ratio of market value to assessed value to regress 
to a point where it would be virtually impossible to maintain the 
present degree of equity that we enjoy. Our 1979 Quality Rating 
is 12 which by State Standards is considered above average. 


Building permits issued during the period 4/1/79 to 1/31/80 
are as follows: 9 residential for $231,130, 2 Seasonal for $10,000, 
8 Garages for $34,660, 4 Commercial for $48,000, and one In- 
dustrial for $53,000. 


As the preceding statistics show, our growth rate has slowed 
in sharp contrast to the steady and substantial growth we displayed 
for several years, a growth that was reflected in a very favorable 
tax rate. We still can boast of a smaller tax load than most com- 
parable municipalities and the promise remains that a resurgence 
in industrial activity will soon reoccur. 


The Harbor and Sears Island developments are comparable 
to the Genie and the magic lamp, just waiting to be released by the 
right combination of circumstances. Any one of these potential 
developments will have a tremendous effect on Searsport’s valua- 
tion and result in a substantial decrease in the Tax Rate. 


The following statistics emphasize the importance to the 
average taxpayer of having a strong commercial and industrial 
base. Of the total amount raised by taxation in 1979: 


9 Taxpayers paid $270,739.68 42.6% 
43 Taxpayers paid 64,851.04 10.2 
1,004 Taxpayers paid 299,711.04 47.2 
1,056 Taxpayers paid $635,301.76 100% 


These figures show that less than 5% of the taxpayers pay 
more than 50% of the taxes collected, a balance that is a boon 
to the average homeowner and mutually beneficial to the rela- 
tively few large taxpayers. These also demonstrate the advantage 
to our welfare of continuing the strong effort being made by our 
Town Manager in the development of Searsport’s port facilities 
and Sears Island.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1979 
(Barney Hose Co.) 


Records show total alarms at 44 for the year 1979, compared 
to 40 for 1978. Of that number there were 16 chimney fires, the 
previous year shows 8. This of course, is due to the increase in wood 
burning. 


Fortunately, damage was kept at a minimum with no property 
loss. Also, along with our pager and radio system, response is much 
faster and more accurate than in the past. 


In regard to this system, | must take this opportunity to 
personally thank the owners of the Bayview Boarding Home, and 
all the girls taking and giving the fire and ambulance calls. This 
service is performed free of any charge and a great amount of 
responsibility is involved in receiving and relaying the calls correctly. 
Without these people the Town would be forced to hire dispatchers 
to cover fire and ambulance calls 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. Again, thanks for doing a fine job. 


There are no major purchases of equipment for the coming 
year to be made, unless, of course, something unforeseen occurs. 
As you will note, we have decreased the 1980 appropriation by 
approximately $1,000.00 and hopefully can stay within this 
amount, but with inflation and soaring prices on everything, who ~ 
can predict a year ahead? 


At this time, | must throw in my annual plea, namely, the 
“smoke detector’, Of the alarms answered the past year, some a 
total loss, several did not have an alarm system of any kind, and 
it was a known fact, and admitted that several minutes could have 
been saved by at least one device. | am selling only the reputation 
and records of these things and do not recommend any particular 
brand, but | do urge everyone to purchase something. Remember, 
one little beep could be worth its weight in gold, and today, that 
would be — how much?

To the citizens of Searsport: 


Throughout 1979 the Searsport Ambulance responded to 
111 calls and traveled a total of 3,297 miles. 


Because of ever rising gas and equipment costs | have to ask 
for $4,300 for the operation of the service for the ensuing year. 


Due to our continued training program, the quality of person- 
nel, which is tops already, will continue to improve with every 
passing year. This year | plan to send two more people to EMT-A 
school and the already trained members are now meeting twice 
a month in acontinuing education program. 


Our crew consists of 10 licensed persons, five of whom are 
EMT-As, 4 ambulance attendants and one registered nurse. We 
also have a number of non-licensed drivers. 


Anyone interested in attending one of our meetings is more 
than welcome. We meet on the 2nd and 4th Wednesdays of each 
month at 6:30 P.M. at the Fire House. Come and see how hard we 
train and how dedicated your crew is.

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RECREATION DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


The 1979 year continued to be an expansion year for the 
Searsport Recreation Department. The department’s programs 
and special events provided further recreational services for our 
youth and adults groups. 


The Recreation Department offered some twenty different 
programs for the young people and ten different programs for our 
adult group in the community. Combined, these programs serviced 
over 1,000 persons. 


Our special events reached a high of thirty-three with some 
programs repeated more than once due to their popularity. Just 
the special events offered serviced some 1,800 persons. 


More adult members of the community took advantage 
of its recreation services. Men’s Night which offers basketball dur- 
ing the fall, winter, and spring months, and softball during the 
warmer months, continued to grow. Adult Co-Rec Volleyball, be- 
cause of its popularity, has made its mark as a year round program. 
The disco scene hit Searsport along with the rest of the country 
and many took advantage of this new dance program. 


Recreation programs for the young people continued to grow. 
New additions during the year included: a pillo polo league, soccer, 
and the Pepsi-Cola Hotshot Basketball program which sent four 
youngsters to the Bangor shootoff this past fall. For our summer 
program we formed a Beginning Drama group for the children, 
which put on a performance at the end of the summer. Two other 
new summer programs added were Table Game Time and Explor- 
ing Nature. 


Our Pee Wee Basketball Program continued to grow during 

‘ the 1979 year, which included our first annual awards banquet. 
Many thanks go to the Searsport Lions Club for letting us use 

their facility, and the parents that donated sandwiches and desserts. 
For the second year an All-star team was chosen and participated 

in the Old Town Biddy Basketball Tournament with a fine showing. 


Open Gym for boys and girls in grades 7-12 has remained a 
very steady program which has benefited many youth. Programs 
offered through the school year were movies, weekly swimming, 
dance classes, the pillo polo league, Pee Wee Kickball, soccer, 
basketball, and arts and crafts. 


Our summer teams under the direction of the Searsport Recrea- 
tion Department for the past year were the Babe Ruth baseball team,

ages 13-18, Farm League Baseball, age 8-12, and Lassie League 
Softball, age 8-12. Both the Farm League Baseball team and the 
Lassie League Softball team have been excellent instructional 
programs. 


Our Babe Ruth Baseball team, which is for boys age 13-18, 
was the Western Division Champions of the Waldo-Hancock Coast- 
al League. A great deal of thanks goes to Coach George Small, and 
all others who aided with the transportation, scoring, and officiat- 
ing. Mr. Small has done an excellent job with these young men. 


Tennis has boomed in the Town of Searsport. Since the 
completion of our new tennis facility in 1977 the courts have 
been in use both day and night. The number of people taking 
lessons has bloomed since the addition of our new instructor, 
Mr. Jerry Hinson. 


We provided a number of tennis tournaments for the people 
to take part in. We held a junior tennis tournament for the youth, 
along with our annual Open Tennis Tourney. New additions were 
our first Residents-Only Tournament and a special tournament set 
up for those taking part in the lesson program. All tournaments 
had good turnouts, providing many with the opportunity for . 
competitive play, and spectators with some fine tennis action. 


Special Events have become a highlight of the Searsport 
Recreation Program. Some new events that were successful were 
our Easter Egg Decorating Contest, the bike-a-thon, the Blue Hill 
Puppets, the mini-olympics, roller skating trips, and the trip to 
the Bangor Cinema. 


Our Easter Egg Hunt had a turnout of over one-hundred and 
fifty children and adults. Other events such as the field trips to 
Fort Knox and Aqualand and the pet show were very popular. 


Many in Searsport are aware of our annual Halloween Pro- 
gram. Well, this past year the recreation department took over the 
complete funding of the program and with the cooperation of our 
local churches, youth groups, and businesses we provided a fine 
program with the biggest turnout ever. The church youth groups 
constructed a very realistic haunted maze for the children and 
conducted games following the supper, put on by the parents. 
Prior to this we held our largest attended Halloween Parade and

Many may not realize, but the recreation department has 
provided services for other groups in this community. Weekly 
films are shown to the elderly at our local boarding home which 
is greatly appreciated. The special education group in our school 
district has also been a concern of the department. A program in 
swimming has been formed for the youngsters with the assistance 
of SAD No. 56, Ada Curtis, Mike Crowley, and a number of high 
school students who volunteer their time to help these youngsters. 


Once again the recreation department took part in our annual 


‘Fourth of July festivities. A new dimension was added by the de- 


partment by sponsoring a street dance at the Town Wharf featur- © 
ing a local band. Many thanks goes to Merrill Transport, John 
Barry, and Emily Darby who helped with our activities. 


Now we are in a new year, a new decade, and the Searsport 
Recreation Department is still expanding its services. A number of 
new programs have already been planned to add to our present 
programming. A Men’s Three-on-three Basketball League, Women’s 


~ Basketball, Cross Country Skiing, and Family Time are just a few.

The year 1979 has been a growing year for the Library.

A Saturday morning story hour 
was held in February and March. National Library Week was cele- 
brated with a program by children’s author, Liesel Skorpen. In 
June Marilyn Dwelley presented a slide show on wildflowers in 
Maine and in August Henry Briggs presented a program on the 
Maine Wilderness. A summer reading program was re-instated 
with 50 children signing up for it. 35 completed the 6 week pro- 
gram which ended with a party, certificates and book bags for 
the finishers. 


Several elementary classes visited the Library during National 
Children’s Book Week in November. 


Mrs. Kaiser, our Librarian, attended a workshop in Augusta 
on Book Repair and Care and Preservation of Old Books. She 
also attended the Maine Library Association Conference in Rock- 
land with several of our Trustees. 


The Sears Room continues to be used by various groups and 
for Town Recreation programs. 


Lost and overdue books and minor vandalism along with 
inflation in the cost of new books, fuel and electricity continue 
to be problems. In an effort to conserve fuel the Library is closed 
from Saturday noon until Tuesday noon but the 20 hour per 
week schedule continues with slightly longer hours on other days. 


A fund-raising Tea and Sale was held at the Library in August 
by the Ways and Means Committee. 


A plea for new members and renewals by former members of 
the Carver Memorial Library Association was mailed out in Decem- 
ber. Response has been excellent but complete returns are not 
available for this report. 


Circulation has increased to 6,975, a growth of 1,647 over 
1978 and 3,922 people used the Library. We continue to have

The appropriations that total $58,050.00 from the State and 
Local Fiscal Assistance (Federal Revenue Sharing) fund were author- 
ized in the proper legislative manner at its annual Town Meeting. 
The new entitlements of $54,995.00 cleared through the town 
records and were transferred intact to the segregated savings bank 
account; interest earnings of $514.72 were added thereto. All ex- 
penditures were authorized by the required warrants directed to 
the Town Treasurer. During our examination that included detail 
of original entry and banking transactions, extended to a compari- 
son with pertinent guidelines, nothing came to our attention that 
would indicate non-compliance with requirements. 


The outstanding changes on your balance include the approx- 
imately $20,000.00 more uncollected taxes, with its detrimental 
effect on your working cash balance. The collection of only 93% 
of the commitment can be viewed as unfavorable. This serves to 
explain one reason why your cash resources decreased approximately 
$50,480.00 whereas your surplus declined only $32,360.46. 


The departmental operations reflect the favorable circum- 
stances of lapsed unexpended balances of $32,670.87 in contrast 
to $6,926.99 in overdrafts. Outside of the Departmental area there 
occurred excise tax revenue of $8,953.82 more than appropriated, 
a tax overlay of $18,658.00 and supplemental taxes of $4,532.96. 
The foregoing are substantial gains but are far short of the $89,500.00 
appropriated from surplus at the 1979 annual meeting. 


lt can be observed that your surplus, in only four years has 
decreased from a high point of $271,295.95 as at December 31, 
1975, to the present $125,437.57. The recognition by your man- 
agement of the potential danger to a continuation, has led to eleven 
constructive suggestions plus less appropriation from surplus, all 
reflecting concern for the taxpayers including the all important 
admonition to ‘guard our surplus.” 


The best of plans and projections can have the weakness of 
determining the amount to be appropriated from surplus, at the 
wrong end of the year. A policy that has repeatedly proved ‘its merit 
is to plan for a permanent surplus level believed to be most advan- 
tageous to the taxpayers, for convenience it should be represented 
by a percentage of the last tax commitment. The policy is to dis- 
regard all sources of anticipated income, (eliminate the uncertainty) 
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including excise taxes — the gain in cash reduces the amount bor- 
rowed — and then at the END of the fiscal year allow the gains to 
be the next appropriation from surplus. This amount will restore 
the starting point level. It can thus be assured that the benefits 
from the recommendations of your management will be fully 
realized.
